Rousing Water Works Meeting 


atVelth's Hall. 


Speeches by D. N. Poster, Capt. 


Hettler, F. J. Hayden 


and Others. 


Silly Speech by an Opponent of 


Water Works. 


Pursuant to a call quite a respecta- 


ble number of the residents of the 
eighth ward met at Veith'a Hall, on 
the corner of Wayne and Francis 
streets, last evening, to discuss wate 
works and effect a ward organization 
The meeting, as far as discussion was 
concerned, was a success, but as an 
organization was a failure. Mr. Fos 
ter, of the firm of Foster Brothers 
was chosen chairman of the meeting 
and F. J. Hayden secretary. 
Tht 


chairman, in a brief and pointed.man 
ner, stated the object of the meeting 
and gave his experience with water 
works in two cities, namely, Terre 
Haute and Grand Kapids. In the 
former place the water works are 
owned and controlled by a private 
company, to which the city donate: 
$50,000 and agreed to pay §50 foi 
each hydrant used for city purposes 
The city now has to pay $15,000 per 
year 
for 
water 
purposes, 


has 
protection 
only 
in 


small 
portion 
of 
the 
city 


In Grand Eapids the water works 
were built by the city, and a-few days 
after they were completed a fire broke 
out which could not have been con- 
trolled had it not been for the watei 
works, and everyone seemed satisfied 
that the whole expense of waterworks 
had been paid for in that single night 


In response to 
numerous calls 


Capt. Hettler iook the floor and ad- 
vocated water works in very strong 
terms. 


His address was substantially the 


same as he made at the city hall on 
Monday night, a synopsis of which 
was published in last evening's SEN 
TINEL. 
At the conclusion of his re- 


marks Clarence W. Edsall came for- 
ward and announced that as he was a 
resident of the eighth ward he pro- 
posed to say a few words regarding 
water works. 
He said that at the 


meeting 
held 
at 
city hall on 


the night before the opposition 
was squelched, but right here in his 
own ward he proposed to be heard. 
He accordingly was heard, but un- 
fortunately was not understood. He 
expounded the law, but failed to ex- 
plain what the law was. 
He said the 


outside wards would be cut out of the 
water supply when the time came to 
[ay the pipes. 
He also made a most 


frivolous argument or what was meant 
for an argument, that the eighth 
ward could have no water mains be- 
fore it had sewers, as there would be 
no place for the waste water. 
Capt. 


Hettler informed the gentleman that 
the waste water would be disposed of 
in the same manner that it is now. 
The speaker seemed to think that it 
would require a brick sewer on every 
street 
in 
the 
city 
to 
carry 


off the waste water that would come 
from one 24-inch mam pipe from the 
reservoir. 
The argument stands- 


lays on its merits. He asked whethe: 
a person who had a water pipe run- 
ning to the third story of hia building 
would want to let the water shoot up 
against the ceiling and run over the 
floor, showing that his idea was that 
sewers should first be built to run in- 
to the third stories of dwelling houses. 
A great deal of windy discussion was 
indulged in, and the gentleman suc- 
ceed in breaking up the meeting with- 
out an organization, which was doubt- 
less the only object hehad.

Silly Speech by an Opponent of 
Water Works. 


Pursuant to a call quite a respecta- 
ble number of the residents of the 
eighth ward met at Veith's Hall, on 
the corner of Wayne and Francis 
streets, last evening, to discuss water 
works and eflfect a ward organization. 
The meeting, as far as discussion was 
concerned, was a success, but as an 
organization was a failure. 
Mr. Fos- 
ter, of the firm of Foster 
Brothers, 
was chosen chairman of the meeting 
and F. J. Hayden secretary. The 
chairman, in a brief and pointed man- 
ner, stated the object of the meeting, 
and gave his experience with water 
works in two cities, namely, Terre 
Haute and Grand Rapids. 
In the 
former place the water works are 
owned and controlled by a private 
company, to which the city cbnated 
$50,000 and agreed to pay $50 for 
each hydrant used for city purposes. 
The city now has to pay $15,000 per 
year 
for water 
purposes, 
uiid 
has 
protection 
only 
in 
a 
small 
portion 
of 
the 
city. 
In Cxrand Rapids the water works 
Avere built by the city, and a few days 
after they were completed a fire broke 
out which could not have been coo- 
trolled had it not been for the water 
works, and everyone seemed satisfied 
that the whole expenseof waterworks 
had been paid for in that single night. 


In response to 
numerous calls 
Capt. Hettler took the floor and ad- 
vocated water works in very strong 
terms. 


His address was substantially the 
same as he made at the city hall on 
Monday night, a synopsis of which 
was published in last evening's SEN 
TIXEL. 
A t t h e c o n c l u s i o n of h i s r e - 
marks Clarence W. Edsall came for- 
ward and announced that as he was a 
resident of the eighth ward he pro- 
posed to say a few words regarding 
water works. 
He said that at the 
meeting 
held 
at 
city 
hall on 
the 
night 
before the opposition 
was squelched, but right here in his 
own ward he proposed to be heard. 
He accordingly was heard, but un- 
fortunately was not understood. He 
expounded the law, but failed to ex- 
plain what the law was. 
He said the 
outside wards would be cut out of the 
water supply when the time came to 
lay the pipes. 
He also made a most 
frivolous argument or what was meant 
for an argument, that the eighth 
ward could have no water mains be- 
fore it had sewers, as there would be 
IK) place for the waste water. 
Capt. 
Hettler informed the gentleman that 
the waste water would be disposed of 
in the same manner that it is nov/. 
The speaker seemed to think that it 
would require a brick sewer on every 
street 
in the city 
to 
carry 
off the waste water that would come 
from one 24-inch main pipe from the 
reservoir. 
The argument stands— 
lays on its merits. He asked whether 
.1 person who had a water pipe run- 
ning to the third story of his building 
would want to let the water shoot up 
against the ceiling and run over the 
floor, showing that his idea was that 
sevvors should first be built to run in- 
to the third stories of dwelling houses. 
A great deal of windy discussion was 
indulged in, and the gentleman suc- 
ceed in breaking up the meeting with- 
out an organization, which was doubt- 
les»; the only object hehad.

Last week the Wabash did the 
heaviest business of any week since 
its construction. It moved 8,323 cars 
through this city. 


The night passenger trains on the 
tlie Pittsburgh road are crowded. 
Some of them carry four and five 
crowded sleepers. 


A. H. McLeod, general 
passenger 
and freight agent of the Cincinnati, 
Hamilton and Dayton Railroad, pass- 
ed through the city to-day. 


W. W. Lord, jr., travelling agent of 
the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe, and 
J. P. Powars, of the passenger depart- 
ment of the Wabash, called at the 
SENTINEI> office to-day. 


Improvements are the order of the 
day all along the line of the Pitts- 
burgh road. The road bed on the 
west end is being ballasted with cin- 
ders from the West Chicago rolling 
mills. 
About fifty miles of trackare 
already thus ballasted, and the work 
is going ahead rapidly. 
There is ab- 
solutely no dust where these cinders 
have l)een used. Old ties are bein^' 
replaced by new ones, new rails laid 
down, bridges strengthened and re- 
paired, new switches and sidings put 
in, etc. 
There is no railroad line in 
tne country which is kept up in bet- 
ter shape than the Pittsburgh, and it 
will not be long before there will be a 


double track from Pittsburgh to Chi- 
cago. 


A SENTUTEL m a n y e s t e r d a y h a d t h e 
pleasure of riding on Pittsburgh loco- 
motive No. 217, from Valparaiso to 
Plymouth. 
The engine is under the 
command of Wm. Jackson, who is one 
of the old stand byes of the Pittsburgh 
folks, having run an engine on this 
road for the past seventeen years. No. 
217 is, so to speak, a "daisy," being 
fitted up with the new patent smoke 
stack and other modern improvements. 
Under Mr. Jackson's skillful charge 
she flits over the track as smoothly 
and rapidly as could be desired. Yes- 
terday she made her little mile in 
w e n t y seconds, without seeming to 
half try. 
Mr. Jackson, like other en- 
gineers who live in Indiana, gets 
plenty 
of 
exercise 
pulling the 
whistle, and when our reporter tackled 
him foi- his views on the Cadwallader 
law his face assumed an air of sadness 
and his emotion was so great that he 
could not give utterance to his feel- 
ings. 


A WASH OUT. 


A very heavy rain storm passed over 
central Ohio last night, which caused 
an extensive washout on the Pitts- 
burgh division of the P.F.W.& C.R.R., 
near Wooster, Trains No. 3, due here 
at half past two last night, and No. 1, 
due here at 1 o'clock to-day, will not 
arrive until after 12 o'clock to-night. 
A train consisting of three cars was 
made up at Crestline and came in here 
on No. I's time. The break will be 
repaired and all trains will run as us- 
ual to-morrow.

BOADS. 


The following has been printed in 
some newspapers of limited 
circula- 
tions. 
The author, however, desires 
it to have the benefit of the 
S E N T I - 


N E L ' S wide circulation : 


I beg leave to propose three lines 
for narrow gauge railroads in Allen 
county for consideration by tax-pay- 
ers, as they must be built, if built at 
all, by county or township aid. The 
entire length of road bed for the 
three in Allen 
county 
is 
esti- 
mated at seventy-five miles, and their 
aggregate cost for right of wav, grading 
and ties, at $150,000, or $2,000 per 
mile 
over the routes hereinafter 
proposed. 
It will be seen by in- 
spection of these routes that there 
may be joint use of road bed by all 
three companies for at least fifteen 
miles in the county, thus materially 
lessening the first estimated cost, and 
it is assumed that the right of way, 
grading and ties being secured, the 
means for completing and equipping 
thè roads ready for business might be 
obtained by a mortgage upon these 
parts. 


1. A road from the northeast corner 
of the county, or at least from Mays- 
ville, on the half section line west to 
Cedarville, thence south between the 
river and the Ridge road to the south- 
east corner of section 32, in St. Joe 
township; thence west on the town- 
ship line to the Jackson road ; thence 
south along side the road bed of the 
Jackson and Muncie roads to the Wa- 
bash junction, and thence through 
Wayne, Pleasant and Lafayette town- 
ships to Zanesville, on the Wells 
county line. 
This is the line for the 
Terre Haute road. 


2. A road from the northeast cor- 
ner of section 23, of Jackson township, 
on the Ohio line, west along the sec- 
tion lines to Besancon in Jefferson 
township; thence by the most direct 
line to New Haven; thence west, 
crossing tue river at the old Sheriff 
McDonald place, and thence by most 
direct line to intersect the above line 
from Maj sville at section 32, in St. 
Joe 
township, 
and thence 
west 
and 
south 
along 
that 
line 
to the Wabash junction, and tlience 
west on the half quarter line through 
Aboite township to Whitley line. This 
may be called the Rochester road. 


8. A road from the Adams county 
line on the north and south half sec- 
tion line of section 34 in Marion 
township, extended through Marion 
and Adams townships to intersection 
with the above line from New Haven 
to the McDonald place ; and thence 
along 
that 
line 
west, 
south 
and 
west to a point in Aboite 
township, 
south of Wesley chapel; 
and 
thence 
along 
section and 
half section line north, through Aboite, 
Lake and Eel River townships to Wes 
ley Chapel; thence to Potter station 
on the Eel River road ; and thence to 
the Noble county line. 
This may be 
considered as an extension of the Co- 
lumbus and Northwestern 
Railroad 
through Allen county, now undercon- 
tract from Columbus, O., to the line 
of Auglaize county, O., line, and is in- 
tended to reach Lake Michigan via 
South Bend. 


It would doubtless shorten 
the di.s- 
tance if the route on all three roads 
between Wabash Junclion and Adams 
township were to run through the 
south part of the city, instead of go- 
ing on the north side of the Maumee; 
but the additional cost in getting 
through the city by that route as 
compared with the one given, would 
perhaps exceed the total estimated 
cost for right of way, grading and 
ties in all the rest of the country. 


I do not propose to enter upon an 
argument in favor of the construc- 
tion of these roads. 
Each tax-payer 
in the county, on tracing the lines on 
a county map will come to his own 
conclusion as to whether it will 
be 
for his own interest and 
the public convenience 
that 
they 
should be built. 
When the tax 
payer has settled that question affirm- 
atively in his own mind, it will be 
time enough then to put the question 
whether they shall be built by county 
or by township aid. 
And that ques- 
tion I propose to discuss in a subse- 
quent communication. RAILROAD.
